THE MUNICIPAL LESSON. 



I 'I'lio oleclion lielil on Saturday was an e.t- 
% ccUcnt pnlilical le.ison. It wa3 one of those 
])ractical kssoiis from which everybody proGts 
P in a greater or lesser degree. The Municipal 
Council was taught a lesson hot soon to be 
forgotten. The general governmcni cannot 
fail to observe that there is another power 
within its jurisdiction which has been sus- 
tained by a popular vote on one of the most 
unpopular qncslions on wliich it is possiblo 
lor representatives to go before their conati- 
Incnts. The radical, the factious, tho ultra 
elements arawn from tlio cxtronieg of our 
I'oliticg !oaraed,lhat there is a ooii.iorvalive 
principle that will bo uphold by the modo- 
rato classes of our social fabric. Neither 
Binnd-still obstmotivo dootrines cheeking 
popular institutions and retarding material 
\iiogrci:s, not anarchical and inconsiderate 
■minions whicli nro disposed to build up 
^ one day to pull down tho next, can rule. 
Hut it has been proved that we have a con- 
servative clement that cannot bo divorced 
\ from progression. The City Council has 
It been sustained, not because every voter wlin 
supported the By-law believed that finality 
had been reached in thiit specimen of a Icgis- 
1 lativo enactment, nor that they fully con- 
I curred cither in the amount of taxation or 
tho way in which tho taxes woro levied j 
but tho Council wiis sitKt»incd because the 
good sense of tho niodcrato portion of the 
electors believed that a dead-sot had boon 
niadu to brin;,' our civic institutions into dis- 
repute, and, if possible, overthrow tlio Corpo- 
ration. 

If many of the measuros ennoted by tho 

Assembly had been c.tposod to a oim'.lar test, 
such a thing as a popular ratilicatioii would 
have been un ultor impuisibility. What for 
instance would have become of the Stamp 
- Act, had it boon left to popular decision ? 
But even if an obnoxious incaauro of the 
Assembly were laid before the people, and 
their auOrages aslted ^jtha,vje5v; .to bring 
the Assembly into disg'rac'o, nhd overthrow 
representative institutions, the result wouhl 
be the same as with the Council ou Saturday. 
Government is but a bundle of convoiitiou 
alisms ; politics is made up of compromises 
civil polity is an evil, a necessary evil ; and 
■when the people inteHi;;ently maintain tried 
und good eonvcntioual institutions, in a spirit 
of compromise, overlooking the lesser evils to 
secure the greater good, their fitness for sclf- 
governmtnt is prpyoa beyond a controversy. 
Wo may entertain our doubts of the wisdom 
of the ultra-republiuf.n and anii-rcpresentative 
(loclrino of taking tlio vfx poputi ou every

Tills is so 
in every gold country, lint the euusciiueii- 
ccs, should the risk taken turn out to ho 
unfavorable, are moro or .less, injurious, ac 
oordii)g to oircutnstBnoes?'''Tbe cost of liv 
wg is one of the worst circumstances attend- 
ant upon attempting to mine iri "bariboo. 
The others arc nothing when compared with 
that. Hut that unfavorable state of thinirs 
must be made to disappe.Tr. 'f ho road pro- 
posed some time ago hy the Hritish Colum- 
bian Uovernmont, continuing liio ro;ul into 
Cariboo by the valley of Li.i,'htiiin^' creek i.'i 
just the thing required to do this. Jiul mere 
proposals won't do. The matter must be 
taken up, let the capital come from whore 
it may. 

Tho (jovornment need nol'cipebl that the 
lower roads will yield that amount of revenue 
which they ought, iMitil they are made to tur- 
miimto in the mines. They need not cvpeet 
tlio rolm-r.s from the eustunis to iiicieaso in 
that proportion which our iniiiien'so mineral 
wealth ought to produce. As long as there 
are bad roads or no roads, provisions will ho 
extravagnntly dear in tho mines. While ihoy 
aro so, comparatively few will bo able to re- 
main there. The amount of food and other 
necessaries consumed by them will cjn.-c - 
quontly bo small. The trade of the country 
and business on tho roaiU will he small in 
proportion, so that the whole couiitrv in ;iil- 
dition to the smaller amount ol' "uM it will 
receive from Hie mine.s, will icl that 
trade and income arc not at all as extensive 
as Ihoy should bo. All this derangement 
must inevitably conlinue.in a greater or lesser 
degree, while the means of communiciUion 
are incomplete. Every month that iho re- 
maining portions of the lino of roa.l remains 
uncoDstructed is a loss. Thi.s .should not be 
suffered to. remain a moment longer than 
oan l»6 helped. Every nerve must ho strained 
to carry it through to its legitimate termi- 
nation.

The bands of Tlle^ieweis aro beginning to 
disperse. Many workmen have returned to 
their occupations. 

The conscription has been cileotod iti the 
provinces without hindrance. 

The revidutiunary bands have taken refuge 
in the forests. In sov.iral places tbo peasants 
have seized tho insurgents. At Lincoln they 
have cipturud twenty, one of whom is a Cath- 
olic priest, nnd have given them up to the au- 
thorities. All the prisoners have been tried 
by court-marlial. 

'I'he conscriplion has bean carried out at 
Plock without resistance. 

The Jounud dc iit. I'clcrshoiirf/ of to-day 
says thu telegraphic communication between 
Warsaw and St. Petersburg has been td-cata- 
blisheil. Troops have been despatched lo tiie 
vicinity of the river Bug to repair tho rail- 
way. Uussian troops have occupied Ssracz (?) 
t)no dotachnieut has been sent in pursuit of 
llie nntiierovrt bands which have lied lo tha 
forests. Warsaw is quiet. Bodies of rebels 
have been seen near 15r/.est, Torsh, and liia- 
lapodniska. The districts ol Ivovno, Grodno, 
nnd Volbynia, boidering on Poland, have 
heon tk'claied in a state of siege. The pea- 
saiilry take no part in tho rising. 'The CUIJ- 
eeiilraiion (d Ihe troops in oil quarters is 
sliliing tho rebellion.

The raw silk now exported I'rorn China 
into .lapaii amoiinteil lo S'JO.OOO a year, 
against Sri,OUI) in 1.S17— u wonderful incrcaae 
euiisidering the resuictions in trade. There 
was now considerable employment for Amer- 
ican capital and enterprise, and American 
ships. Tbo principal trade would be between 

pnlly of nrticlos peculior and proper for Chi- 
ncsd c.unnicrce. such as seaweed, bechc-lo< 
mere, anti a thousand other arlicles peculiar 
to .lap.".!). \t the two ports of dapan — Hak- 
odadi and Nagasaki — tho number of vessels 
entered last year was sixty-nine. All the 
whaling \essels enlor exclusively at Xngas- 
nki, and thesu added to the cominereo uf tho 
upper port, would make the nninber of sails 
one hundred. Tho aggrcgale nuiunnt for the 
whole year Cor commerce was about eleven 
luillioiid. Tho imports, he thought, would 
soon equal tho exports ; but there was no 
doiibl that the old law of trade wodd rule 
there as elsewhere— that the demand woulil 
create the supjdy. The greatest activity was 
visible in the trade of silk in every part of 
the Kmpiro lio had lately visited. Tho rpinl- 
ii; of tea grown was very satisfactory. Tho 
l.eeling of llie (ioveriiment and of the people, 
wilh ro.specl to onr reprcsentatiTcs Ihmc and 
American cilixcns, was Iriendly in the high- 
est degree. Mr. Harris asserts thai tho 
American roprescntativo in .lapan wields an 
inllucuce greater than all other repreEentativea 
put together. Ropai.-s to sliips and suhsist- 
enoc for crews are cheap. A ship wliich put 
inlo one of the ports last year, having two 
hnndred coolies on board, had to he landed 
anil supported there for two monllu. Tho 
ship wa.5 discharged and beached, and the 
garhoanl stn^ak was removed, and other 
worli done, and tho whole bill, inehiding all 
expenses in I he matter, was under 80,000.

Of literary gathoriiigrt, re-inniuna, conversa- 
ziones, nnd such like contrivances to kill 
time by improvement, lo elicit wit, ptimulato 
talent, maka culture objective, nnd society 
harmonious — there aro none ; at least that we 
know of. They~(orm a serious want, an em- 
barrnssiug gap in Hawaiian society, nnd tho 
lady who would first undertaito the respon- 
sibility of introducing them would confer an 
inestimable bonelil, and deserve a statuie 
hereafter. Vfe do not ignore the diHieultics 
to ho overcome iu the bogintiing ; the feelings 
nf prejudice, class and crisle ba e.torcised 
and reconciled ; tlie envy of some, tlio luuol 
of others; but whoever first setj the e.\- 
ample, it would soon bo followed, and produce 
the best results, providing a neutral ground ol 
social iutorcourse for tho^o who otherwise 
would never meet except at funerals, or never 
know each other's worth unless distorted by 
tho lying trumpet of village gossips, wore 
adopted. 

In Musio wo ore rather better ofl. The 
taste for it is growing nnd spreading. We 
have even an Amateur Society; but inasmuch 
ns it meets chiefly for its own improvement 
and diversion, its proficiency can only be 
guessed at, especially since it ceased thor.e 
nnniial exhibilione, in which thu public took 
so mueh pride and fell so niiieli pleaaiire. We 
have undoubtedly musical talent among iis of 
the highest order, and voices that would charm 
in Milan, Yienim, Paris, and London, but 
eluss and caste nnd coterie monopolize the 
gilts of Uod, and ninny a lover of music is 
compelled to listen to a aarmoa he does not 
like, for the anke of hearing a voice in the 
ohoir, wdiose swcctae.ssand beauty iilono could 
make a Sabbsth in his soul. 

Though small this place, its people manage 
lo live wondrously lar apart; and in vain the 
muses beckon them to come out of their an- 
gular fastnesses, on lo lile's open coiiimoii, 
there to gliuiileu tho world ami its iVlakor by 
harmony on eartti, swelling grander and 
louder into the Gloria in J-Jxcdcis. 

Hat let us come down a peg. How about 
the Drama, that Alpha and Omega of good 
society. 

Full Ilium, We have n theatre, but no 
actors ; music, but no opera. Society is di- 
vided ; one-iiaif would go with jileasiirc, but 
ila allciHlance is not enough to leward the 
[lerforniers ; llie other half is not perrniUiid 
logo; ihey are laiiglit tliat sin, like bird- 
lime, slicks to the seals of a tlieatro, and be- 
tween the two stools tho drama has fallen to 
the ground. 

Yet one m iro evidence of civilizilion nnd 
good society which funiis no incuusiderable 
portion of an editor's repertoire . in other 
lands — Dancing. Fur a year or more there 
has not been a uall in Ilonolulu, and unless 
in ihu incredible event of a man-of-war ai' 
riving here, there is no piospcet of a ball lor 
ages to coine. 

Humors have reaeh.cd n=, however, that the 
era of the Renaissaiico is close at hand ; and 
from our editorial watch-tower we engerly 
scan tho hori/.on for tho first streaks ot the 
coming dawn. Beading societies, private 
theatricals, dancing parties, musical evenings, 
nre already discernible among the good things 
euming, as yet with separate rays and inter- 
vals of darkness, but growing in volume and 
briglitno.<3 until iho perfect day shall apjiear, 
and man shall confess that to turn his liack 
upon the pleasures ul Ibis world ia both insult 
and ingratitude to ihe W'jriJ's Malicr. — Hunn- 
lulu Ptipcr. 

Tho Circassiaua. 

Tho beauty nf Circassian girls and the 
slavery to which they are nold have made 
the name ol their race famous, and invested 
it with a romantic interest. For nn indefi- 
nite term of ycats this traffic in female love- 
liness has been carried on between the sen- 
sual Turks ami the mountaineers of the 
Caucasus. At present the trade is likely to 
bo suppressed, while at the came time the 
wild and hardy race receives its death blow. 
Its last siroiighold in llie .-avage recesses of 
the mountains has been penetrated by the 
Kiissian arms; its chief has been taken; 
and now nothing is lofc to it but degradation 
or cvile — a sad spectacle, to which wo can 
well afford to give a passing glance. 

V'ery strange appears lo us the fate of this 
people. From the perfect type of their 
beauty, both in form, features and com- 
ploxion,.^thQ4iibabitants of the Caucasus have 
lent IKiir nnnia to tlmt noblest division of 
the human family which comprises the Ibicst 
and most enlightened nations of llio globe. 
In Iheir mingi^le for frendom against tho 
claims nf the (.'ossaeks thev have cxhibiled 
a hardihood, courage, and lieroic spirit that 
lias never been siirjiassed. At tho snme time, 
as we see, they make a Irallio of that won- 
derlul and divine gift of beauty, selling llieir 
own children, who often account it a privilege 
to exchange their wild mountain liberty for 
the voluptuous slavery of Oriental harems! 
Uussia has for many years vainly endeavored 
to put a slop to this inhuman commerce. It 
IS not tho gil ls alone that arc sold, altliongh 
these form a brilliaiil part of iho Irado. AVo- 
mon, men, and boys aro disposed of by tlieir 
relations or ehiels, in exchange for silks, 
calicoes, shawds, and other merchandise. 
Great caro and shrewdness are rerpiircd to 
elude tho vigilcnco of thu Kussiun cruisers. 
But when a sInreJealer has succeeded in 
entering the Caucasus, and in getting oil 
with his cargo, ho is sure to mai;e, pecu- 
niarily, a good thing of it. (Jld women sell 
for nurses in (.'oii.-,lantino|ile, bringing from 
Ofly to one hnndred dellars more or less, ac- 
cording to the stale of the market, They 
cost ill (Ji.'cassia from lifly to seventy-five 
tlolhir.<;. The jirinio cost of handsome girls 
is from two hundred lo si.x hundred dollar; 
the same articles commanding on advance oi 
some fifty per cent, in the Olioman markets. 
Tho male slaves consist of criminals, slaves 
by birth, orphans, nnd the poor. Tliese chat- 
ties are humanely treated, well fed and well 
clothed, by the dealers, and the girls usually 
go oil in good spirits to thoir uncertain des- 
tiny. 

The annual exportation of girls fmni Cir- 
cassia has been e-tiiualod at lOOQ. Now 
lliat llie country has been overeimc, arid tho 
aiilliorily uf the C'/ar cuts oil' among other 
[irivili'gcs wliicli the free people exercised, 
this harler in their kind, iloeks of emigrants 
aro -seediing refuge in Turkey, wdieru a dis- 
trict |b,is been av-iigned tliein by tho Sultan. 
Change of climate — accepting a low, Un- 
healthy reyion in place of their native inoun- 
lains -will proliably have a hilal elleet upon 
the character, if not n]iiiii llie very exislence, 
of this singular r.Tce. Like our own Aiin.'ri-- 
can Indians, all that will he left oriiioni will 
bo a broken re;;iiiant , a slury and a name. 
They are by nature u roving, untamable, 
warlike, liall-p.igan poopin, believing partly 
ill .Maliommedanism and partly in a glim- 
mering of Christianity^ 'iviiig in log liuls, 
searcely preferable "to ' Iho "tents of the wun- 
during Arabs; without literature or the love 
of homo, without indiislry or tho arts ol ci- 
vilization ; and little tilled by habit or in- 
stinct to keep their heads atiove the wave 
of dostruclioo that seems closing over them 
lor ever. — Waverly Jilat/azine.
